THE NAVY LEAVE REGULATIONS. 1970 

8.R.O. 285, — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (02 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following regu- 
lations, namely: — 

CHAPTER I 
General 

1. Short title. — These regulations may be called the Navy Leave Regulations, 

1970. - -• - 

2. Application. — They shall apply to officers (including Special Duties List 
Officers), sailors, boys and artificer apprentices of the Indian Navy. 

3. Claim to leave.— Leave shall not be claimed as of right. Its grant shall be 
uubject to the exigencies of the service. 

4. Classification of leave.— Leave admissible to the different categories of per- 
nonnel shall be of the following kinds, namely:— 

(a) Regular Officers (Including Special Duties List Officers)— 

(i) casual leave; 

(ii) annual leave; 

(ill) furlough; 

(iv) sick leave; 

(v) leave on invalidment; 

(vl) leave pending retirement; 

(b) Short Service Commissioned Officers — 

(I) casual leave; 

(II) annual leave; 

(ill) furlough; 

(iv) sick leave; 

(v) special leave; 

(vl) leave on Invalidment; 

(vil) leave on termination of engagement; 
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<c) Sailors — 

,(i) casual leave; 

<11) annual leave; 

<lli) sick leave; 

(iv) compassionate leave; 

(v) leave on discharge or retirement; 

<d) Boys/Artlflcer Apprentices— 

(i) carual leave; 

(il) annual leave; 

(ill) sick leave; 

5. Date of commencement and termination of leave.— (1) Leave shall commence 
on the date on which an individual is relieved from duty if relieved in the fore- 
noon, and on the following day if relieved In the afternoon. 

(2) Leave shall terminate on the day preceding the date of rejoining, If an 
Individual rejoins duty in the forenoon, or on the date of rejoining, if he rejoins 
in the afternoon. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained In this regulations. — (i) (a) Leave of 
Gorkhp Officers shall commence or terminate on the date of crossing the Nepal 
border; leave of officers domiciled in Sikkim or Bhutan shall commence or terminate 
on the date of crossing the Sikkim or Bjautan border; 

(b) if a sailor, who has availed himself of the additional leave under regula- 
tion 34 along with annual or accumulated annual leave during the first year of a 
block of two years is granted annual leave or accumulated annual leave In the 
second calendar year of the block, that leave shall commence and terminate on 
the dates of crossing the Nepal or Sikkim or Bhutan border with no entitlement 
to the additional leave; 

<li) in the case of personnel serving afloat, leave shall terminate on the date 
of their reporting to the ship on which they are borne; and in case the ship on 
which they are borne is temporarily away from the home port or from the port 
where it was scheduled to be at the time, the personnel shall report to the shore 
establishment of that port and their leave shall be considered as terminated on 
the date of reporting to the shore establishment; 

(iii) for personnel serving ashore ex-India, leave in India shall commence 
on the date on which such personnel proceed on leave, from the shore establish- 
ment to which they are appointed or drafted on arrival in India and term)’" - **'' 
on the date they are required to report for duty prior to proceeding ex-I 

6. Prefixing and suffixing of holidays to leave. — (1) If a recognised holl_* 
<such as a Sunday, Republic Day or the like) falls on the day Immediate _ 
preceding the day from which leave has been granted, or such holiday follows 
the last day of the leave granted, an individual who is not required for duty on 
such holiday may with his Commanding Officer’s express permission, leave his 
station at the close of the day before, or return to duty at the end of such holiday, 
provided no extra expense is caused to the State. 

(2) An Individual shall be considered as on duty during such holiday, which 
shall not count against the number of days for which leave is granted. 

Explanation I . — The concession of prefixing or suffixing of holiday to leave 
shall not be admissible In the case of Gorkha personnel whose leave 
commences or terminates on the date of crossing the Nepal or Sikkim 
or Bhutan border under regulation (5), sub-regulation (3). II. Res- 
tricted holidays shall be treated as recognised holidays where such 
holidays are prefixed or suffixed to leave. 

7. Place from which leave is taken and place at which duty Is resumed on 
■termination of leave. — (1) Individuals shall ordinarily proceed on leave from, and 
■rejoin after expiry of leave at, their permanent duty stations, 

(2) Officers not below the rank of Captain may be permitted to proceed on, 
.or rejoin duty from leave at stations other than their permanent duty stations 
(by the Chief of the Naval Staff (in the case of the Flag Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief Western Naval Command, the Flag Officer Commanding-in-Chief Eastern 
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Naval Command, the Commodore Commanding Southern Naval Area, the NavaL 
Advisers or Attaches in Indian Missions abroad and officers serving at Naval 
Headquarters and by the Flag Officer Comanding-in-Chief Western Naval Command 
the Flag Officer Commanding-in-Chie£ Eastern Naval Command, the Commodore 
Commanding Southern Naval Area and the Naval Advisers or Attaches in Indian 
Missions abroad, within the limits of their respective commands): provided that — 

(a) it is necessary or expedient in the public interest for the officer to- 

perform temporary duty at that time at a station other than his per- 
manent duty station, and 

(b) if the officer concerned is not required to perform the duty, it would 

be necessary to detail some other person to perform it. 

(3) Officers below the rank of Captain may be permitted, provided it results in. 
saving to the State to proceed on, or rejoin duty from, leave at stations other than 
their permanent duty stations by the Chief of the Naval Staff (in the case of 
officers serving at Naval Headquarters and by the Flag Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief Western Naval Command, the Flag Officer Commanding-in-Chief Eastern 
Naval Command, the Commodore Commanding Southern Naval Area and the 
Naval Advisers or Attaches in Indian Missions, within the limits of their res- 
pective commands). 

(4) Sailors serving in the ships and establishments may, at the discretion of 
the Commanding Officers, be permitted to proceed on or rejoin duty from leave 
at stations other than their permanent duty stations in which they are serving, 
provided it results in saving to the State. 

Explanation .— The provisions of this regulation shall not apply— 

(a) to casual leave which counts as duty; 

(b) in the case of officers who are granted leave on the conclusion of 

courses of ten weeks’ duration or more as well as those who are 
detailed to attend such courses whilst on leave; and 

(c) in cases where establishments or units of establishment move temporarily 

enbloc to places away from their permanent stations as well as to 
detachments located away from permanent stations. 


8. Over stay al of leave — 

(1) Officers — 

(a) if an officer overstays his leave (except casual leave) no pay shall be 

admissible for the period of overstay al, unless an extension of leave 
to cover that period is granted by the competent authority. Cases 
of overstayal of casual leave beyond the normal entitlement at a 
time, shall be regularised by Naval Headquarters, provided the total 
period of casual leave availed of by the officer does not exceed the 
maximum amount of such leave admissible during the year. 

(b) In cases where the maximum amount of casual leave admissible in a 

W year is exceeded as a result of overstayal by the ind vidual or exten- 
sion by the administrative authorities, the entire spell of casual leave 
including the period of extension or overstayal shall be treated as 
annual leave or furlough for that year, if due. 

(c) If an officer is compelled, to overstay his leave due to natural calamities 

like floods earthquakes or landslides, the overstayal upto 30 days 
in excess of the maximum leave admissible, may be regularised by 
Naval Headquarters at their discretion by adjustment against hi 
future annual leave entitlement or furlough as may be considered 
appropriate. 

(2) Sailors , Boys or Artificer Apprentices .— If a sailor boy or artificer appren- 
tice overstays his leave, the following principles shall apply, namely. 

(a) If found guilty, he shall be dealt with under the Navy ■Act, 1957 and 
’ lf awarded mulcts of pay in accordance with regulation 41 of the Regu 
lations for the Navy, Part II. 




(b) If not found guilty, (in the case of leave other than casual leave) an 
extension to cover the period in (Jueustion shall be granted by the 
leave sanctioning authority, which shall be debited to his annual 
leave account for the current year. If no annual leave is due for 
that year, such leave shall be treated as an advance of the next 
year’s annual leave. Cases of overstayal of casual leave beyond the 
normal entitlement at a time shall ,be regularised by the authorities 
mentioned in sub-clause (b) of clause (ii) of sub-regulation (4), pro- 
vided the total period does not exceed the maximum amount of such 
leave admissible during the year. In cases where maximum amount 
of casual leaVe admissible in a year is exceeded as a result of over- 
stayal by the individual or extension by the Commanding Officer of 
the Ship or Establishment, the entire spell of casual leave including 
the period of extension or overstayal, shall be treated as annual leave 
for that year, if due. 

(3) In cases of overstayal of casual leave due to individual’s own sickness beyond 
the maximum casual leave admissible in a year, the entire period involved (casual 
leave and overstayal thereof) shall, In the first instance, be debited to the annual 
leave entitlement of the year In which casual leave is granted, if due. Cases of 
■overstayal of casual leave due to individual’s own sickness which are not so 
covered by their annual leave entitlement and involve over stayal upto sixty days 
from the date of falling sick shall be regularised as provided in sub-regulation 4, 
and by the authorities specified in clause (ii) therein, subject to satisfaction abouut 
its genuineness after making necessary inquiries:— 

(4) (i) (a) Period prior to the date ol' by adjustment against future annual leave 
falling sick. entitlement 

(b) 30 days from the date of as sick leave withfull pay and allowances, 
falling sick 

(c) Next 30 days . . .by adjustment against future annual leave 

entitlement. 

(ii) (a) Cases in which treatment is by the Commanding Officer of the Ship or 
taken in Military or Civil Exstablishment, 

Government Hospital, 

(b) Cases in which treatment is by the Commandiing Officer of the Ship 
taken at home, or Establishment upto a maximum of 30 

dava and by the authorities mentioned 
below upto a maximum of sixty days : — 

(I) Commanding Officer of the ship 
of the rank of Captain or above if 
the ship does not have any 
Squadron Leader, but if the 
Commanding Officer is of the 
rank of Commander or below, 
then Administrative Authority 
in respect of sailors borne on the 
books of ship tmder his adminis- 
trative control. 

(II) Senior Officer of the Squadron if 
of the rank of Commander or 
above in respect of sailors borne 
on the books of the ship of lus 
Saquadron. 

(III) Administrative Authority, if 
the senior officer is of the rank 
below that of a Commander in 
respect of sailors borne on the 
books of the ship of his Squadron. 

(IV) Commanding Officer of the 
shore establishment in respect 
of sailors borne on the books 
of his establisment. 

(ill) Cases Involving overstayal beyond sixty days from the date of falling 
sick shall be submitted to Central Government for orders. 
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Explanation, — In cases where future leave does not accrue to an individual due 
to his retirement or discharge, the periods mentioned in sub-clauses (,a) and (c) 
of clause (i) shall be treated as extraordinary leave without pay and allowances 
by the authorities specified in sub-clauses (a) and (b) of clause (ii). 

(iv) If a sailor overstays the leave granted to him due to natural calamities, 
like floods, earthquakes and landslides, the period of overstayal of leave upto 
thirty days may be regularised by the Commanding Officer at his discretion (over- 
stayal of accumulated annual leave shall be so regularised under the orders of 
the administrative authority). The" first fifteen days of the thirty days limit may 
be treated as special leave with full pay and allowances, and the remaining period 
upto fifteen days may be adjusted against the future leave entitlement of the. 
individual. In the case of boys and artificer apprentices special leave with full 
pay and allowances upto fifteen days may be sanctioned at the discretion of the 
Commanding Officer. Any period of overstayal of leave beyond thirty days in. 
the case of sailors or fifteen days in the case of boys and artificer apprentices, 
shall be reported to Central Government for orders. In such cases, the period of 
overstayal may be regularised at the discretion of Central Government by grant 
of leave without pay. 

9. Extension of leave. — Any extension of leave shall require the sanction of the 
leave sanctioning authority. 

10. Performance of duty or attendance at a Course of instruction while on 
leave. — (1) An individual detailed for duty or a course of instruction when on 
leave shall, on the termination of such duty or course of instruction, be eligible 
for leave equivalent to the balance of leave on the date of commencement of duty 
or course of instruction. 

(2) The order placing him on duty or on a course of instruction shall state 
the period of duty or course of instruction and the balance of leave to be granted 
on the termination of duty or course- of instruction. 

(3) For this purpose, the travel time from and to the leave station, if any* 
shall be viewed as having been spent on duty. 

11. Recall from leave. — (1) Persons recalled from leave shall return to duty 
immediately and recall orders shall be issued by the appropriate leave sanctioning; 
authority. 

(2) The travel time from the leave station to the duty station shall be viewed 
as having been spent on duty. 

(3) In cases where the balance of the unavailed portion of leave is granted 
to such persons, they shall be allowed additional leave to cover the travel period 
from their duty stations to- their leave stations. 

(4) When a person proceeds on annual leave, a portion of which falls in the- 
next calender year, and is recalled to duty the balance of leave granted on com- 
pletion of the duty will not prejudice his annual leave entitlement for the latter 
year. 

12. Casual leave. — (1) Casual leave counts as duty but on no account shall 
such leave be utilised to supplement any other form of leave or absence. 

(2) Casual leave due in a year shall only be taken within that year. 

(3) If, however, an individual is granted casual leave at the end of the year 
extending to the next year, the period falling in the latter year shall be debited 
against the casual leave entitlement of that year. 

13 Annual leave. — (1) (a) Annual leave shall not be admissible in any year 
unless an individual has actually performed duty in that year. 

(b) For the purpose of this regulation, a person on casual leave shall not be 
deemed to have actually performed duty during such leave. The period spent 
by a person on the “sick list” concession shall, however, be treated as actual per- 
formance of duty. 

(2) Annual leave for the year may, at the discretion of the sanctioning 
authority, he extended to next calendar year without prejudice to the annual leave 
authorised for the year in which the extended leave expires, but further annuaH 
leave shall not be admissible until the individual again- performs duty. 
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(3) Annual leave may be taken in instalments within the same year. 

(4) Annual leave year shall be the calendar year, namely, 1st January to 
31st December. 

(5) Annual leave shall be non-accumulative except as provided for in regula- 
tions 33 and 41. 

14. Furlough. — (1) Furlough is a lump-sum provision which can be availed of 
by a person at any time after the commencement of a cycle of 3 years’ period- 

(2) Furlough shall be granted by itself or in continuation of annual leave. 

(3) (a) Furlough earned during a cycle of 3 years shall not be combined with 
furlough of the following cycle of 3 years. 

(b) Furlough granted in one cycle of three years, may however, be extended 
to the next cycle of 3 years at the discretion of the leave sanctioning authority. 
Such furlough shall be reckonable against entitlement of the cycle of three years 
in which it commenced, without prejudice to the entitlement of furlough for the 
cycle of three years in which the leave terminates; but further furlough shall not 
be admissible until the officer again performs duty. 

(4) Furlough shall be non-accumulative. 

15. Sick leave. — (1) Sick leave shall be granted on the recommendation of the 
competent medical authorities as indicated in regulations 21 and 35. 

(2) There shall be no difference between attributable and non-attricutable 
diseases for the purpose of the grant of sick leave. 

16. Permission to return to duty from sick leave.— No person, who has been 
granted sick leave, shall return to duty until he has been passed fit by the com- 
petent medical authorities and received permission to do so from the authority 
competent to sanction such leave. 

17. Leave sanctioning authorities. — Leave sanctioning authorities shall be as 
given in the Appendix to these regulations. 


CHAPTER II 

Regulations applicable to regular officers ( including special duties list officers) 

18. Casual leave. — (1) The maximum amount of casual leave admissible in a 
year shall be twenty days. 

(2) Normally casual leave shall not be granted for more than ten days at a 
time. In exceptional circumstances, this period may be extended to fourteen 
days. 

(3) In very exceptional cases casual leave upto 20 days at a time may, at the 
discretion of the leave sanctioning authority, be granted; provided that— 

(a) there is no annual leave to the credit of the officers concerned or the 

annual leave to their credit is not sufficient to cover the period re- 
quired; and 

(b) they have to proceed to a station which involves a journey by rail or 

by rail and road of not less than three days from the duty station. 

19. Anniutl leave. — (1) The annual leave admissible in each calendar year 
shall be sixty days and shall be non-accumulative. 

(2) Officers shall remain on the strength of their ships or establishments for 
the period of annual leave and no acting promotions in their place shall be 
admissible during that period except as provided for in the Regulations for the 
Navy Part III Statutory, regulation 202, sub-regulation 13(a). 

(3) On transfer from one ship or establishment to another, officers who take 
annual leave with the consent of the Commanding Officer of their new ship or 
establishment before joining shall be proforma taken on the strength of that ship/ 
establishment and regarded as having proceeded on leave from the new 
appointment. 




20. Furlough* — (1) The amount of furlough admissible shall be two months 
In every three years and it may be taken at any time during this period. 

(2) Furlough may be taken in instalments. 

(3) For calculation of broken periods, thirty days shall reckon as a month. 

Explanation. — For the purpose of computing furlough the cycle of three calendar 
years shall commence from the year 1950 or the year in which a person is 
granted a commission, whichever is latter. 

21. Sick leave. — (1) (a) Sick leave shall be admissible for a period upto six 
months in the first instance, which shall include any annual leave due, 

(b) Sick leave during treatment in a Sick Bay or Hospital shall be granted 
on the recommendation of the authorised medical attendant. 

(c) Sick leave for convalescence shall be granted only on the recommendation 
of a medical board. 

(2) (a) If there is a reasonable prospect of the officer becoming fit for duty, 
extension of leave by three months at a time upto a total period of twelve months 
absence from duty shall be granted on the recommendation of a medical board. 

(b) On the expiry of twelve months, If In the opinion of the medical board, 
there is still a reasonable prospect of the officer becoming fit for duty, sick leave 
shall be further extended upto a total period of twenty four months at the discre- 
tion of the leave sanctioning authority. 

Explanation. — (1) Officers undergoing treatment in Military Hospitals may be 
granted leave upto a maximum of 10 days to attend to their domestic emergencies, 
provided the grant of such leave does not interfere with their treatment. This 
leave shall be treated as a part of sick leave admissible under leave regulations 
and shall be granted at the discretion of Officer Commanding Hospital. 

(2) On extreme compassionate grounds, the Officer Commanding of the Mili- 
tary Hospital may grant a second spell of casual leave subject to the conditions 
stated above. 

(3) In a case where the Officer Commanding of the Military Hospital finds 
that the treatment of an officer has been retarded due to patient’s own imprudence 
during such leave he shall request NSval Headquarters to convert such leave Into 
extraordinary leave without pay and allowances. 

(4) Naval Aviation Officers of the Indian Navy employed on flying duties as 
pilots and observers, who are Injured or contract illness as a direct result of a 
flying accident may be granted sick leave upto a maximum period of two and 
a half years on the recommendation of a competent medical board, at the discre- 
tion of the authority competent to sanction such leave. 

22. Sick List Concession. — (1) An Officer falling sick while on duty or on 
casual leave taken by Itself would be retained on the sick list for a period of 
30 days or less, which period would be treated as on duty if it stood by itself 
unconnected with any kind of sick leave provided the sickness is due to causes 
beyond his control. 

(2) The concession referred to in sub-regulation (1) is called "Sick List Con- 
cession”, which shall not be admissible if the period of sickness exceeds thirty 
days and in such cases the enitre period shall be treated as sick leave. 

Explaiiation . — Where an officer falls sick whilst on casual leave, the sick leave 
shall reckon from the date of falling sick and the casual leave availed of prior 
to that date shall not be vitiated. 

23. Leave on invalldment. — (1) In attributable cases: — 

(a) Officers placed in medical category ‘E’ who are retained in a military 

hospital shall be granted leave upto a period of eight months which 
shall commence from the first day of absence from duty, 

(b) In the case of officers suffering from tuberculosis who are retained in 

a military hospital, the period of eight months referred to In clause 
(a) shall be extended upto the date on which medical or surgical

finality is reached, subject to the over-riding limit In sub-regulation 
(2) of regulation 21. 

(2) In non-attrlbutable cases, the concessions under sub-regulation (1) shall 
mot be admissible. 

24. Leave pending retirement— (1) Officers shall be eligible for leave pending 
retirement for a period of six months which shall include any annual leave or 
furlough to their credit. 

(2) The leave under this regulation should be availed of by an officer before 
he is due for compulsory retirement either on attaining the prescribed age limit 
or on completion of the tenure of his rank or appointment. 

(3) The provisions of this regulation shall be applicable in all cases where 
■officers are permitted to retire from service, irrespective of the grounds of retire- 
ment and length of service involved provided that — 

(1) Compassionate cases or cases involving genuine hardship, where officers 
are permitted to resign their. Commissions, will be considered on 
merits by the Central Government for the grant of the above leave; 

(li) Officers who are ordered premature voluntary retirement on disciplinary 
grounds may, however, be allowed annual leave, if any due by Naval 
Headquarters. Cases which are to be treated differently shall be sub- 
mitted to the Central Government for orders; 

(ill) Officers who were in service as commissioned officers or undergoing 
initial training in the United Kingdom on the 1st July, 11)36, may 
be granted leave pending retirement upto a maximum period of 
twelve months which will include any annual leave and furlough to 
their credit. 

25. Leave ex-India.- — (1) Leave admissible under these regulations may also be 
granted ex-India as under: — 

(a) on the recommendation of a medical board, 

(b) to officers for study or recreation, 

(c) to officers with vested interests overseas. 

(2) The leave shall commence and terminate as in regulation 5 ana shall be 
■subject to any restrictions which may be imposed, from time to time, by the 
Government of India. 

Regulations applicable to Short Service Commissioned Officers of the Indian Navy 

20. Casual leave.— Casual leave shall be admissible on the scale and under the 
conditions applicable to regular officers as are referred to In regulation 18. 

27. Annual leave. — Annual leave shall be admissible on the scale and under 
the conditions applicable to regular officers as are referred to in regulation 19. 

28. Furlough. — Furlough shall be admissible on the scale and under the condi- 
tions applicable to regular officers as are referred to in regulation 20. 

Explanation. — For the purposes of the grant of furlough, the three years leave 
cycle shall be deemed to h^ve commenced on and from the 1st January, 1953, in 
respect of officers who were in service on that date. 

29. Sick Leave. — Sick leave (including “Sick List” Concession) shall be ad- 
missible on the scale and under the conditions applicable to regular officers, as 
are referred to In regulations 21 and 22, except that extension of leave beyond 
12 months shall be granted, provided the extended leave falls within the officers 
current engagement and if there is a reasonable prospect of his continuing in 
service beyond his current engagement. 

Explanation. — !In the case of Naval Aviation Officers the grant of sick leave 
upto two and a half years vide regulation 21 shall, however, be subject to there 
being a reasonable prospect of the officer’s continuing in service beyond the ex- 
piry of ”his current engagement, if that engagement is to terminate during the 
period of the leave granted.

30. Leave on. Invalldment. — (1) In attributable cases, officers placed in medi- 
cal category "E" who are retained In military hospital, shall be granted leave-: 
upto a period of eight months which shall commence from the first day of 
absence from duty. 

(2) In the case of officers suffering from tuberculosis who are retained In a 
military hospital, the period of eight months mentioned in sub-regulation (1) 
may be extended upto the date on which medical or surgical finality is reached 
subject to the over-riding limit of twenty four months and provided the extended 1 , 
leave falls within the officers’ current engagement. 

31. Leave pn termination of engagement. — Officers shall be entitled to leave on 
termination of engagement as under: — 

(a) Officers who complete the initial period of their Short Service engage- 

ment or whose services are terminated by the Central Government- 
twenty eight days leave in addition to any annual leave to which 
they shall be entitled in the year in which their engagement termi- 
nates, 

(b) Officers who voluntarily resign their Short Service Commission — 

(1) Before completion of the initial contract— no terminal leave shall be- 
admissible. 

(ii) After completion of the initial contract— twenty eight days leave in 
addition to any annual leave to which they may be entitled in the 
year of resignation. 

CHAPTER III— SECTION I 

Regulations applicable to sailors 

32. Casual Leave. — (1) The maximum amount of casual leave admissible in a 
year shall be 30 days. 

(2) Normally, casual leave shall not be granted for more than 10 days at ai 
time and in exceptional cases, this period may be extended to 20 days. 

(3) Sailors / Boys /Artificer Apprentices undergoing treatment In armed forces 
hospitals may be granted casual leave to the extent Indicated below to attend to 
their domestic emergencies, provided the grant of such leave does not interfere 
with their treatment: — 

(a) upto a maxlmuum of 10 days casual leave to personnel whose homes 

are within a radius of 800 Kilometres from the hospital. 

(b) upto 10 days casual leave or more so as to allow a minimum of 0 days 

stay at home to personnel whose homes are situated more than 800" 
Kilometres away from the hospital. 

Explanation . — ( 1 ) This leave shall be admissible only in emergency cases and 
shall be granted at the discretion of the Officer Commanding Hospital. In the 
case of tuberculosis patients, this leave shall be admissible during the period of 
first 12 months of the treatment only provided they are ambulatory and non- 
infectious In the case of other patients, this leave shall count against the. 
maximum of 30 days casual leave admissible under sub-regulation (a) above. 

(2) In a case where the Officer Commanding of the Military Hospital tods 
that the treatment of the individual has been retarded due to the patient’s own 
Imprudence during such leave he may convert such leave into extraordinary leave 
without pay and allowances. 

(3) On extreme compassionate grounds the Officer Commanding Hospital may 
grant a second spell of casual leave subject to the conditions stated above. 

33. Annual Leave— (1) Annual leave shall be admissible on the following: 
scale:— 

(1) sixty days in a calendar year: and 

(li) accumulated annual leave upto ninety days at the discretion of the 
Commanding Officer of the Ship /Establishment, if no leave other than 
casual leave had been taken in the preceding calendar year.

Note — This concession of accumulated annual leave upto ninety days may be' 
availed of by those Individuals (.including reservists recalled to regular Naval 
Service and those who are re-enrolled) who have put In at least six months 
service In the preceding calendar year. 

(2) Saliors serving outside India In Embassies/ Commissions who do not avail 
themselves of leave admissible under sub-regulation (1) while abroad, shall be 
allowed one hundred and twenty days accumulated annual leave on return to 
India on completion of their normal tenure of service wdth the Embassy. Com- 
passionate cases for grant of leave to be availed of in India belore the comple- 
tion of tenure period will be considered on the merits of each case. 

The above accumulated annual leave may, if the sailors so desire, be granted 
to them direct from the port of disembarkation in India, in which case the leave 
shall commence from the dale of disembarkation in India and the personnel shall 
remain on the books of Indian Naval Ship ANGRE ADDITIONAL. 

(3) In the case of sailors proceeding to a leave station which necessarily in- 
volves a journey of more than two days each way, additional leave in excess of 
the period specified In sub-regulation (1) may be granted to cover the journey 
period In excess of two days each way. This additional leave shall be admissible' 
once a year irrespective of the period of stay at the leave station, 

(4) The provisions of this regulation shall also be applicable to sailors whose; 
homes are located in Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands or the- 
Union territory of the Laccadive, Minieoy and Amipdivi Islands and their leave 
shall be so arranged that they are detained at ports awaiting embarkation for the 
minimum possible period. 

(5) The grant of annual leave in the first year of service shall be subject to 
the condition that the person has rendered at least six months’ service. 

(6) (a) Cases of sailors involving excess grant of annual/accumulated annual- 
leave upto thirty days due to faulty documentation, misinterpretation of Leave 
Regulations and non-accounting of sick leave taken earlier In the year shall be 
regularised by the Flag Officer Commanding-In-Chief, Western Naval Command, 
the Flag Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Eastern Naval Command, and the Com- 
modore Cohimandlng, Southern Naval Area, by adjustment of the period Involved 
against annual leave entitlement of the year In which the irregularity is detected, 
if due. 

(b) If the annual leave of the year has already been availed of, the adjust- 
ment shall be made against the following year’s annual leave entitlement. Cases 
Involving periods In excess of thirty days shall be reported to the Central Govern- 
ment for orders. 

(7) An extension of annual leave upto thirty days may be granted to sailors 
by the Commanding Officer In exceptional and compassionate cases due to own; 
sickness, natural calamity or any other extra ordinary circumstances beyond the 
Individual’s control provided he is satisfied about the genuineness of the grounds 
of such extension. The extension of leave so granted will be dealt with In the' 
same manner as overstayal of leave. 

Extension of accumulated annual leave to the same extent, under similar 
circumstances will be authorised under the order of the Administrative Authority 
except In respect of extension due to own sickness and extension in respect of 
Gorknas which will De dealt with by the Commanding Officer. 

34. Long leave — Gorkha sailors, — (1) Gorkha sailors domiciled In Nepal and' 
sailors who are nationals of Sikkim and Bhutan shall be granted annual leave - 
as follows: — - 

(a) sixty days leave In a calendar year, or 

(b) one hundred and twenty days accumulated annual leave in the second 

year reduced by the period of annual leave taken either for the pur- 
poses of adjustment of sick leave or on account of reguiarisation of 
oversfayal or excess grant of leave in the preceding year provided 
the annual leave does not exceed thirty days. However, no benefit 
of accumulation shall accrue If the annual leave taken during the - 
precedlng year is more than thirty days.

(3) After discharge from Sick Bay/Hospital, sick leave may be granted on 
the recommendation of the Service medical authorities. Extension of sick leave 
may be granted only on the recommendation of competent medical board. 

(4) (1) If a sailor Is compelled to overstay his annual leave due to his own 
sickness and gets treatment at home the period of such overstayal upto a maximum 

thirty days (sixty days in the case of Gorkhas) Is to be treated as sick leave 
with full pay and allowances by the Commanding Officer, If he is satisfied about 
the bona fldes of the case after making such enquiries as he deems necessary. 


fli) The overstayal upto sixty days In the case of sailors other than Gorkhas 
may be regularised by tfie authority mentioned below, if he Is satisfied about the 
bona fldes of the case after making such enquiries as he deems necessary by 
treating the first thirty days as sick leave with full pay and allowances and the 
balance upto thirty days by adjusting against the following year’s annual leave 
entitlement of the sailors: — 


(a) Commanding Officer of the ship of the rank of Captain or above, If 

the ship does not have any Squadron Leader but if the Commanding 
Officer Is of the rank of Commander or below, then the administra- 
tive authority In respect of sailors borne on the books of the ships 
under hla administrative control. 

(b) Senior Officer of the Squadron If of the rank of Commander or above, 

In respect of sailors borne on the books of the ships of his squadron. 

(c) Administrative Authority, if the Senior Officer Is of the rank below 

that of a Commander, In respect of sailors borne on the books of 
the ships of his squadron, 

(d) Commanding Officer of the shore establishment in respect of sailors 

borne on the books of his establishment. 


All cases of overstayal of leave beyond sixty days shall be referred to the 
Central Government for orders. 

(5) The period after discharge from a sick Bay/Hospital or of overstayal of 
leave on account of sickness, shall first be debited to the annual leave or accumu- 
lated annual leave account and the excess, if any, shall be regarded as sick leave. 

(6) (i) Overstayal of annual/ accumulated annual leave by sailors who fall 
sick and are admitted into a Military Hospital during the currency of such leave 
granted to them shall be treated as sick leave with full pay and allowances from 
the date of expiry of annual/ accumulated annual leave granted initially up to 
the date of discharge from the hospital. Such sick leave shall only be admis- 
sible if the Officer Commanding, Military Hospital certifies that the sickness or 
Injury was not caused by the person’s own fault and that the person Is likely to 
be tendered fit for military duty after a reasonable period of treatment. 

(11) Hie period of hospitalisation of sailors who fall sick and are admitted into 
a military hospital during the currency of casual leave, shall be regarded as 
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sick leave with full pay and allowances subject to the conditions mentioned in 
sub-regulation (0) (i) above. 


The period of casual leave availed upto the date preceding the date of admis- 
sion into the hospital shall be regarded as annual leave of the current year, if 
due, otherwise adjusted against next year's annual leave entitlement. In case no- 
future annual leave is accrued to the individual, due to his retirement/discharge, 
the period of casual leave availed shall be regarded as extra-ordinary leave with- 
out pay and allowances. 

(ili) The period of sick leave recommended on discharge from hospital in the 
case of sailors mentioned in sub-regulation (0) (i) and (ii) above shall be debited 
to the annual or accumulated annual leave account and the excess, if any shall 
be regarded as sick leave with full pay and allowances. 

(iv) The period intervening between the date of discharge from the hospital 
to the date of reporting for duty shall be debited to the annual or accumulated 
annual leave account and the excess if any, shall be regarded as sick leave with 
full pay and allowances. 

(7) In case the sick leave granted to a sailor extends from one calendar year 
to the next, the portion of such leave falling in the next year shall be debited to- 
that year’s annual leave entitlement of the individual. 

30. Compassionate Leave. — (1.) In compassionate cases, where the current 
year’s annual leave has already been availed of, leave may be granted upto a 
maximum of thirty days which shall be debited to the next year’s annual leave 
entitlement. 


(2) This concession shall toe admissible to sailors on regular engagement 
except In the case of those whose services are likely to be terminated during the- 
current leave year. 

37. Leave on discharge/ retirement. — (1) (i) Sailors who are not entitled to 
any pension shall be granted annual leave or accumulated leave due to them 
at the time of discharge. 

(li) The exigencies of service permitting, this leave shall be granted in all 
cases of discharge, as distinct from dismissal, whatever may be the grounds for 
discharge, subject to tne condition that the period of service engagement shall 
not be extended for that purpose except as provided In regulation 203 of the Regu- 
lations for the Navy Part III. 

(2) Sailors retiring on pension shall, in addition to any annual leave or 
accumulated annual leave due to them be granted sixty days leave, subject to- 
the condition that the total period does not exceed one hundred and twenty days, 

38. Leave on discharge /retirement at request— (1) Sailors who are retired or 
discharged from the service at their own request shall be eligible for annual 
leave and accumulated annual leave pending retirement or discharge as under: — 

(a) Cases where leave pending retirement or discharge commences on or 

before 31st March of the year: — 

(i) thirty days annual leave for that year; or 

(ii) sixty days accumulated annual leave to those who had no leave other 

than casual leave in the preceding year and had put in at least 
six months service in the preceding year. 

(b) Cases where leave pending retirement or discharge commences on or 

after the 1st April of any year: — 

Tull annual leave shall be admissible, Accumulated annual leave due 
under the rules shall be admissible provided at least six months 
service had been performed in the preceding year. 


(2) Sailors who are discharged due to invalidment (other than tubercu- 
losis) without performing any duty during the year and who have had no 
leave other than casual leave In the preceding year shall be granted leave pending 
invalidment as follows:— 

(i) Cases in which leave pending invalidment commences on or before the- 

31st March of the year thirty days. 

(ii) Cases in which leave pending invalidment commences on or after the- 
1st April of the year sixty days. 
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(3) In the case of those who have performed duty in year of invalldment, full 
entitlement of annual or accumulated annual leave shall be admissible under the 
normal rules. 

(4) The additional leave of sixty days provided for in sub-regulation (2) shall 
■ continue to be admissible in addition to the leave granted under sub-regulation (1) 
or sub-regulation (21) provided the conditions specified therein are satisfied. 

Note— In the case of an individual who is declared as medically unfit for 
further service and sent home direct from the hospital the period between the 
date of discharge from hospital and the actual date of discharge from service 
•shall, if he is not entitled to any leave pending discharge, be treated as special 
-casual leave subject to a maximum limit of thirty days. Cases, in which the 
intervening period exceeds thirty days shall be reported to the Central Govern- 
ment for orders setting out circumstances and reasons for the delay, 

39. Forfeiture of leave, — A sailor or boy when dismissed from service, shall 
'have no claim to any leave. 

CHAPTER III— SECTION II 
Rules Applicable to Boys and Artificer Apprentices 

40. Casual leave. — Boys or Artificer Apprentices shall be entitled to casual 
leave as admissible to sailors. See regulation 32. 

41. Annual leave. — (1) The amount of annual leave admissible in a year shall 
be thirty days, This may be accumulated upto forty five days at the discretion 
of the Commanding Officer of the ship or establishment. 

(2) (a) In the case of individuals proceeding to a leave station which neces- 
sarily involves a journey of more than two days each way, additional leave in 
excess of annual leave may be granted to cover the journey period in excess of 
-two days each way. This additional leave shall be admissible once a year Irres- 
pective of the period of stay at the leave station. 

(b) The above provisions are also applicable to individuals whose homes are 
located tn the Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands and the Union 
territory of the Laccadive, Minicoy and Amindive Islands. Their leave shall be 
so arranged that they are detained at ports awaiting embarkation for the minimum 
possible period. 

(3) The grant of annual leave shall be subject to the condition that the indi- 
vidual has rendered at least six months service. This limit of six months may 
be relaxed at the discretion of the Commanding Officer to suit training require- 
ments. 

(4) Extension of annual or accumulated annual leave upto 15 days may be 
granted to boys and artificer apprentices by the Commanding Officer in excep- 
tional and compassionate cases due to natural calamity or any other extra-ordina- 
ry circumstances beyond the person's control provided he Is satisfied about the 
genuineness of the ground of such extension, In the case of their own sickness, 
however, extension upto thirty days may be granted. The extension of leave so 
granted will be dealt with in the same manner as overstayal of leave under exist- 
ing rules. 

42. Sick leave. — Boys or Artificer Apprentices shall be entitled to sick leave 
as admissible to sailors as are referred to In regulation 35, 

43. Leave admissible to Boys and Artificer Apprentices after being advanced to 
Man’s rate. — Boys and Artificer Apprentices after being advanced to man’s rate, 
shall be entitled to sixty days annual leave as admissible to serving sailors. The 
period of leave (other than casual leave) already availed of bv them in the same 
calendar year under regulations 41 and 42 shall be deducted from the sixty days 
annual leave and they shall only be entitled to the balance of the annual leave. 

CHAPTER IV 

Miscellaneous 

44. Personnel undergoing courses of instruction or on deputation in the United 
Kingdom. — Officers and sailors sent for courses of instruction or on deputation 
io the United Kingdom shall not normally be granted any leave in that country. 
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Note, — The above restriction shall not, however, apply to the grant of sick 
leave. Any break or vacation normally given during a course of instruction shall 
.not be debited against an individual’s leave entitlement. 

45. Officers of the Army Medical Corps/ Army Dental Corps seconded to the 
Indian Navy. — Officers of the Army Medical Corps or Army Dental Corps when 
seconded to the Indian Navy shall be governed by the Leave Rules for the Services 
Tolume I — Army, as applicable to corresponding officers of the Indian Army. 

46. Members of the Military Nursing Service attached to the Indian Navy. — 

Members of the Military Nursing Service attached to the Indian Navy shall be 
.governed by the Leave Rules of their own service given in "Leave Rules for the 
■Services, Volume I, Army’’. 

47. Personnel serving In the Indian Embassies or Missions abroad. — Indian 
"Navy personnel (officers and sailors) serving in Indian Embassies or Missions 
abroad shall continue to be governed by the Indian Navy Leave Regulations <jnd 
shall be granted locally casual, annual and sick leave as is admissible to corres- 
ponding personnel serving in India. 

In exceptional cases, on compassionate or other grounds where the annual 
leave to the credit of an officer is not adequate, furlough may be granted in 
addition, with the sanction of Government of India. The grant of furlough shall, 
"however, be restricted to only one occasion during an officer’s service in a parti- 
cular foreign country, and shall be availed of during the period of his tenure in 
that country. 

48. Personnel participating In Sporting Events and Tournaments. — The period 
of absence from duty of service personnel (including officers but excluding Cadets 
■or Apprentices or Bqys) participating in sporting events and tournaments or 
-whose services are utilised in connection with coaching or administration of the 
■teams participating in the events or tournaments shall be treated as special casual 
leave to the extent and subject to the conditions given below: — 

(1) Special casual leave may be allowed for a period not exceeding thirty 
days in any one calendar year. The period of absence in excess of thirty days 
■shall be regulated under t'-c normal rules. For this purpose, the personnel may, 
as a special case, be permitted to combine special casual leave with other kinds 
of leave except with ordinary casual leave. 

<2) The special casual leave may be allowed only: — 

(a) for participation in sporting events of national or international Impor- 

tance; and 

(b) when the service personnel are selected for participation — 

<i) in international sporting events as a member of term of any National 
Sports Federation or Association recognised by All India Council of 
Sports and approved by the Ministry of Education provided the 
team is accepted as representative on behalf of India. 

(II) in respect of events of national importance when the sporting events 
in which participation takes place is on inter Zonal, inter State or 
inter Circle basis, and the service personnel concerned take part in 
the event in a team as duly nominated representative on behalf 
of the State Or Zone or Circle as the case may be. 

Note. — A certificate stating that these conditions are fulfilled shall be in- 
corporated in the Genforms order notifying the grant of special casual leave under 
this sub-clause. 

(c) The concession shall not be allowed for participating in a National 

Sporting event in which participation of the service personnal takes 
place In their personal capacity and not in a representative capacity. 

(d) The grant of special casual leave shall be subject to the general princi- 

ples laid down In these regulations except for the modification indi- 
cated in clause (1). The power of granting special casual leave under 
these provisions shall be exercised by the Chief of the Naval Staff 
or such other officers (not below the rank of a Director) as may be 
authorised by him. 

Note. — The participation in preliminary and final rounds of the services 
championship organised by the Services Sports Control Board shall he regarded 
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as duty. Unit or Formation and equivalent Sports Championships shall be treated' 
as “Preliminary rounds" of the services championships for this purpose. 

49. Personnel undergoing' sterilization operation. — Naval personnel who under- 
go sterilization operation (vasectomy or salpingectomy) under the "Family Plan- 
ning Scheme" shall be granted special casual leave not exceeding six working: 
days to undergo such operations and to have some rest which is necessary imme- 
diately after the operation.

1. Short title and commencement — (1) These rules may be called the Nasirabad 
Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 
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2. Division of Cantonment Into wards, — For the purpose of elections to the 
Cantonment Board, the Naslrabad Cantonment shall be divided into the following

BOUNDARIES OF WARDS 


Ward No. I 

North. — From the junction of Main Street and Rajnarain Road, the boundary 
runs towards North-west along Rajnarain Road upto its crossing with Lorry Road 
and Artillery Road. From this junction the boundary turns towards South-west 
across open land upto the crossing of Railway line and Cantonment boundary 
between cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 21 and 22. 

East.— From the junction of Main Street and Rajnarain Road, the boundary 
runs towards south along Main Street upto its crossing with Neemuch Road and 
Deoli Road and then the boundary runs towards South-east along Deoli Road 
upto the point it meets Cantonment boundary between cantonment boundary 
pillar Nos, 12 and 11. 

South and West. — From the point Deoli Road meets the Cantonment boundary 
between cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 12 and 11 the boundary runs towards 
North-west along the cantonment boundary upto the point it meets the Railway 
line between cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 21 and 22 through boundary pillars 
Nos. 13, 14, 15, 10, 17, 18, 19, 20 and 21. 

Ward No. II 

North. — The boundary starts from cantonment boundary pillar No, 24 and runs 
towards North-easterly direction along the cantonment boundary through boun- 
dary pillars Nos. 25, 26, 27, and 29 upto the point the cantonment boundary 
crosses Ajmer Road between cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 29 and 30, 

East. — From the point where cantonment boundary crosses Ajmer Road bet- 
ween cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 29 and 30, the boundary runs towards 
South-easterly direction along Ajmer Road upto its junction with the Circular 
Road and Main Street and then turns towards South along Main Street upto its 
junction with Sherkhan Road. 

South. — From the junction of Main Street and Sherkhan Road, the boundary 
runs towards North-west along Sherkhan Road upto its junction with Lorry 
Road and from this junction the boundary turns towards south along L^rry Road 
upto the junction with Rajnarain Road and Artillery Road. From the junction 
of Lorry Road. Artillery Road and Rajnarain Road the boundary runs towards 
South-west and meets the crossing of Railway line and cantonment boundary 
between cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 21 and 22. 
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West. — From the point where cantonment boundary crosses Railway line to 
Ajmer between cantonment boundary pillar No. 21 and 22, the boundary runs 
■toward? North along the cantonment boundary uptp cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 24 i.e., the starting point. 

Ward No. in 

North, — From the point where Ajmer Road meets Cantonment boundary bet- 
ween cantonment boundary pillar Nos, 29 and 30 the boundary runs towards 
North-east along the cantonment boundary upto the Eastern edge of Srinagar 
Road between Cantonment Boundary pillars Nos. 32 and 33. 

East. — From the crossing of Srinagar Road and cantonment boundary between 
cantonment boundary ipllars Nos. 32, and 33 the boundary runs towards south 
upto the junction of Ramsay Road and Circular Road and further runs in the 
same direction along Ramsay Road upto its junction with Mohammad Bux Road. 

South. — From the iunction of Ramsay Road and Mohammad Bux Road the 
boundary runs towards North-west along the Mohammad Bux Road upto its 
junction with Main Street. 

West. — From the junction of Mohammad Bux Road and Main Street the 
"boundary runs towards North along Main Street upto its crossing with Ajmer 
Road and circular Road and then the boundary runs to North-westerly direction 
along Ajmer Road upto the point it meets the cantonment boundary between 
cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 29 and 30. 

Ward No. IV 

North and East. — From the crossing of Srinagar Road and cantonment boun- 
dary between cantonment boundary pillars Nos, 32 and 33, the boundary runs 
towards South-east along the cantonment boundary upto cantonment boundary 
pillar No. 5 through cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 33, 34, 1, 2, 3 and 4, From 
cantonment boundary pillar No. 5 the boundary runs to the same direction upto 
the point where it meets Ramsar Road between cantonment boundary pillar Nos 
5 and 0. 

South, — From the crossing of Ramsar Road and Cantonment boundary between 
cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 5 and 6. the boundary runs towards South-west 
along Ramsar Road upto its crossing with Circular Road and Palsania: Road and 
Ihcn the boundary runs towards West along Palsania Road upto its junction with 
Ramsay Road. 

West. — From the junction of Palsania Road and Ramsay Road, the boundary 
"turns towards North-west along Ramsay Road unto its junction with Phulaganj 
Road near Jumma Mosque and then the boundary runs towards North along 
the same road upto the crossing of Srinagar Road and cantonment boundary 
between cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 32 and 33 i.e., the sturting point. 

Ward No. V 

North. — From the junction of Lorry Road and Shcrkhan Road, I he boundary 
runs towards South-east along Shcrkhan Road uptp its junction with Main Street 
and Mohammad Bux Road and further the boundary runs in the same direction 
along Mohammad Bux Road upto its junction w T ith Ramsay Road. 

East, — From the junction of Mohammad Bux Road and Ramsay Road the 
boundary runs towards South-east along Ramsay Road upto its crossing with 
Palsania Road. 

South.— -From the junction of Ramsay Road and Palsania Road the boundary 
runs towards North-west along Palsania Road upto its crossing with Kacha 
Nailah, and then the boundary turns towards North along Kacha Nallah upto its 
crossing with Sycroli Road and then the boundary turns toawrds West along 
Syeiuli Road upto its crossing with Main Street and Rajnarain Road and further 
jn the same direction along Rajnarain Road upto its junction with Lorry Road, 

West, — From the junction of Rajnarain Road and Lorry Road, the boundary 
runs towards North along Lorry Road upto its junction with Sherkhan Road i.e 
the starting point. 

Ward No. VI 

North. — From the junction of Main Street and Syeroli Road, the boundary 
runs towards South-east along Syeroli Ro^d ypto its crossing with Kacha Nallah, 
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and then the boundary turns towards South along Kacha Nallah upto its crossing 
with Palsania Road and then the boundary turns towards South-east along 
Palsania Road upto its crossing with Ramsay Road and then the boundary turns 
towards East along Palsania Road upto its crossing with Circular Road and 
Ramsay Road and then the boundary runs Easterly and Norther easterly direction 
along Ramsar Road upto the point it meets the cantonment boundary between 
cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 5 and 6. 

East. — From the crossing of Ramsar Road and the cantonment boundary bet- 
ween cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 5 and 6, the boundary runs towards South 
along cantonment boundary upto cantonment boundary pillar No. 8 through can- 
tonment boundary pillar' Nos. 6 and 7. From cantonment boundary pillar No. & 
the boundary turns In South-westerly direction along the cantonment boundary 
upto cantonment boundary pillar No. 11 through cantonment boundary pillars 
Nos. 9 ana 19. 

West. — From the cantonment boundary pillar No. 11. the boundary turns in 
North-westerly direction in a straight line upto the crossing of Ramsay Road and 
Circular Road and then the boundary turns in North-easterly direction along 
Ramsay Road upto its junction with Anderson Road and then the boundary turns 
in North-westerly direction along Anderson Road upto its junction with Main 
Street and then the boundary turns towards North along Main Street upto its 
junction with Syeroli Road i.e. the starting point. 

Ward No. VII 

North. — From the junction of Main Street and Anderson Road, the boundary' 
runs towards South-east along Anderson Road upto its junction with Ramsay 
Road. 

East. — From the junction of Anderson Road and Ramsay Road the boundary 
runs in South-westerly direction upto its junction with Circular Road and then, 
the boundary runs to South-easterly direction in a straight line upto cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 11. 

South. — From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 11, the boundary turns in 
South-westerly direction and meets the Deoli Road between cantonment boun- 
dary pillar Nos. 12 and 11. 

Weal. — From the crossing of Deoli Road and cantonment boundary between 
cantonment boundary pillar No, 12 and 11. the boundary turns in North-westerly 
direction along Deoli Road upto its crossing with Neemuch Road and Main Street 
and then the boundary turns towards North along with Main Street upto its 
junction with Anderson Road .le. the starting point.

S.R.O. 293. — Whereas, certain dralt rules regulating the division of the Secunder-

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S.R.O. 294. — Whereas, certain draft rules regulating the division of the St. 
Thomas Mount cum Pallavaram cantonment into wards for the purpose of holding 
elections in the said cantonment and the determination of the number of members 
to be elected by each ward were published, as required by section 31 of the 
cantonment Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), at pages 223 to 226 of the Gazette of India, 
Part II Section 4, dated the 25th April, 1970 under the notification of the Govern- 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 190 dated 9th April, 1970 
inviting objections or suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
within a period of thirty days from the date of publication of the said notification; 

And whereas, the said notification was made available to the public on the 
25th April, 1070; 

And whereas, no objections or suggestions from the public have been received; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) 
of section 31 of the said Act and in supersession of the notification of the Govern-

Boundaries of Wards.

Then 
it turns southwards and proceeds along the eastern boundary of Viswanathapuram 
area and meets the District Police Office Northern boundary. Then it turns east- 
wards and proceeds along the northern boundary of District Police Office and 
Parade Ground upto its northeast corner. 

East. From the northeast corner of District Police Office and Parade Ground 

the boundary runs southwards upto the southeast corner of District Police Office 
and Parade Ground.
